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(54) COMIC PUBLICATION 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To provide a comic publication as a substitute for magazines which are suitably stored for a long 
period by coping with an increase in translation publication and moving picture representation. 
CONSTITUTION: Image data obtained by reading original comic pictures through a scanner and sound data 
consisting of burst out laughing words parts and mimetic sounds are recorded on an optical compact disk by a 
system which can reproduce them simultaneously. Codes composed corresponding to numerals as page 
numbers and frame order on a magazine and contents are placed at the heads of respective data and utilized as 
indexes for retrieval and reproduction. A reproducing device which can be switched between forward manual 
reproduction and backward manual reproduction, the break and restart of a sound at temporary pause, and 
page-by-page manual reproduction and continuous automatic reproduction is utilized. Further, a means which 
records a break point at the time of a break of reproduction is provided and a means which specifies a 
reproduction start position with the beginning, a place where reproduction is interrupted, a page number, an 
index, etc., when reproduction is started is provided.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The comic publication characterized by for said image data and sound data 
having synchronized and recording the sound data which accompany the image data 
which recorded the comic pictorial map on the information record medium for 
computers in order of a coma, and said image data refreshable. 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to a comic new publication. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] A comic magazine is one of the amusement objects 
which have spread extensively in Japan, when the journal also publishing a comic etc. 
is included, it is books and magazines with very much circulation, and it copes with 
frequent issuance, and an effort which can be offered easily cheaply is made. 
[0003] In the process which photoengraving-process-prints and binds a book for from 
a subject copy and which a comic magazine completes, the high speed printer was 
used, and when color process printing limits a required page or carries out simple 
bookbinding, work time amount and cost are controlled. Moreover, since it has not 
aimed at prolonged utilization or storage, bookbinding of inside binding etc. is 
performed as much as possible using the cheap groundwood paper etc. 
[0004] Although the child has been targetted for the comic mainly expressed in a line 
drawing and an alphabetic character before, current and a subscriber are covering the 
large age group and the progress after the content, the publication object, and 
publication is also diversified. The comic part serialized by the periodical is 
reorganized as a book. Generally, since a version becomes small in many cases, 
book-ization will be reengraved. Moreover, there are some which are animated for 
television. 
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[0005] Moreover, recently, as for the Japanese comic, the translation version is 
published in many countries. With the translation book, when the alphabetic character 
part called effusion is corrected and binding on either side becomes reverse, the 
emulsion side of the film for platemaking is made into reverse at the time of 
photoengraving process, and the subject copy is performing printing which right and 
left reversed.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] There are respectively various troubles 
about the above comic book-izing, translation publication, and animation. In book-izing, 
although the magnitude of the journal original of a comic normal state of being is more 
desirable, what is used as a small version in many cases has the problem of cost, and 
the situation of wanting to make space occupancy at the time of saving as small as 
possible. For this reason, platemaking is redone for the small version. 
[0007] However, since the comic space to occupy serves as most amount still more 
even if it miniaturizes a book in this way, the further miniaturization is demanded. 
Moreover, compaction of the time amount from journal printing to book-izing is also 
called for. Especially a translation for the foreign language version has the part which 
requires time amount, and a point still more difficult than book-izing in redo and a 
translation of platemaking. 

[0008] Since many costs start in order that comic animation may also make a dynamic 
image, only very few works of the comics published are animated. This invention aims 
at offering the easy publication of work which replaces the comic magazine suitable 
for a mothball with the increment in book-izing, translation publication, etc. 
[0009] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to solve the above-mentioned technical 
problem, in this invention, it considers as the comic publication which recorded the 
comic subject copy on optical disks, such as CD-ROM, and a comic publication is 
appreciated using a means to reproduce and display on the order of progress of the 
content. 

[0010] Since it is possible to record voice on an optical disk as data with an image, 
presence can be given by recording the so-called effusion part as words, or recording 
the mimicry sound as a sound effect, and outputting according to a subject copy, at 
the time of playback. What translated the words of this effusion part can be recorded, 
and it can publish as a foreign language version. 

[0011] The signal which read and obtained the comic subject copy or the published 
journal with the scanner is encoded, and it records on an optical disk in order of a page 
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and a coma. The recording method which can reproduce an image and voice 
simultaneously performs data writing in an optical disk. It places at each data head by 
making into a sign each order of a coma composed according to the numeric value and 
the content which hit the page number in the paper, and uses as a header. To a 
regenerative apparatus, a means to search the page number and the order of a coma 
and to refer to is acquired, and smooth playback is supported to it. 
[0012] As the playback approach, what advances the order of a coma and carries out 
automatic playback with a fixed time interval, and the thing which carries out manual 
playback of each order of a coma by button grabbing etc. at the order of progress can 
be considered in order of progress of a comic content. At the time of playback 
interruption, it is good to have a means to record the part which interrupted playback. 
The part which starts playback is specified in order of the beginning, the part which 
interrupted playback, a page, and a coma etc. It is desirable for there to be a change of 
interruption of the voice by manual playback of right order and a reverse order and 
halt, a restart and manual playback, and continuation playback, record of the part 
which interrupts playback, etc. as a function performed by button grabbing etc. 
[0013] It is good to use images, such as that by which time-sharing record of the 
digital data which a regenerative apparatus consists of a reader, a computer, a display, 
etc., and a system controller is built in the thing and regenerative apparatus on which 
the digital data containing CDC, and voice and image data is recorded, and contains 
voice data and image data in it when versatility and a playback means are taken into 
consideration to the comic publication of this invention is carried out, and the possible 
compact disk of audio simultaneous playback and playback control.

[Effect of the Invention] As mentioned above, compared with the conventional 
book-izing, the informational degree of integration of the comic publication of this 
invention is high, and since it can contain the comic of a large quantity to the small 
volume, it has the advantage to which storage becomes easy, while being able to make 
cheaply, since the coma of a subject copy is recorded on optical disks, such as 
CD-ROM, as it is and sound data required for it are added. 

[0015] Moreover, the comic publication of this invention has the effectiveness of 
being able to use as a publication for overseas promptly by performing voice record of 
words in a foreign language, without correcting a subject copy. 
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
